STATE 1IOUS):, Boston. Kept. SO.— 


Although a new law requiring all pri- 
vate detectives lo obtain a state li- 
cense goes into effect tomorrow, very 
few of those affected by it have seen 
fit to comply, and Chief John II. Plun- 
kelt of the district police Is planning 
* roundup of the delinquents. 


Tlie new law applies lo every per- 


son, firm or corporation which engages; 
in the 'business of, or solicits business 
as a private dcleclive, or the business 
commonly transacted by a private de 
lectlvc under any name or tllle what 
soever. 


In order to obtain a license, lhe pi-r- 


son applying therefor musl certify that 
he 15 more than 21 years of age and 


'. thai he has had al leasl three year 


experience a^ an investigator. 
He Is 


also required lo furnish certificates of 
at least three reputable citizens of tho 
commonwealth, residing In the city or 
town where the applicant proposes in 
hia applicatlor. to establish his principal 
place of business, and such certificates 
are to be received as evidence of the 
pond repute ot the applicant, and that 
the representations made in the appll- 


' cation are true. 


Kach license is In remain in eitect 


for one year, and lhe applicant. If an 
Individual, must pay an annual fee of 
fJOO. and if :i firm or corporator 
annual fee of ?-00. 
In cither case 


bond of SSOOO must be furnished, cou- 


. dilloned upon the honesl conduct of 


the business.

This means that your people 
should -bd advised now to put them- 
selves Into the best possible physical 
condition, that all factors which tend 
io destroy this resistance, such as ex- 
cessive worry, work, Jack of sleep or 
exercise, insufficient food, aa well as 
neslect of small or trivial ailments, 
should be studiously avoided,' 


Your physicians should be requested

mild or suspicious cases Jn order that 
you may take the neof-ssary stops 
toward isolation promptly.

DEEMS 


Private Detetives Must Have 


State License—Roundup of 


(he Delinquents 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, 13oston. Sept, 30.— 


Although a new law requiring all pri- 
vate detectives to obtain a state li- 
cense goes Into effect tomorrow, very 
few of those affectc-d by It have scon 
fit to comply, and Chief John II. Pluti- 
kctt of the district police Is planning 
a, roundup ot the delinquents. 


The new law, applies lo every pcr- 


Eon, firm or corporation which engages 
in the business of, or solicits business 
as a private detective, or the business 
commonly transacted by a private de- 
tective under any name or title what- 
soever. 


In order to obtain a license, the per- 


son applying therefor must certify that 
he is more than 21 years of age and 
that he has had at least three years' 
experience as an investigator. 
He is 


also required to furnish certificates of 
at least three reputable citizens of the 
commonwealth, residing in the city or 
town where the applicant proposes In 
his application to establish his principal 
place of business, and such certificates 
are to be received as evidence of the 
good repute of the applicant, and that 
lh& representations made In Ihe appli- 
cation arc true. 


Each license Is to remain in effect 


for one year, and the applicant, If an 
individual, musj pay an annual fee of 
1100, and if a hrm or corporation, ai 
annual fee of $2i)0.
